He took 
a course in the medical college of 
Trinity University, becoming honor 
graduate, M.D., C.M., of Trinity Uni- 
versity. He spent part of his time, 
soon after his graduation, in visiting 
various American hospitals and. in 
tuking a special course at Koch’s lab- 
oratory, Berlin. He entered upon the 
practice of his profession at Buffalo, 
N.Y., in 1881, but soon after returned 
to Winnipeg, where he practiced un- 
til 1894, at the same time being large- 
ly instrumental in founding Manitoba 
Medical College, and was chosen first 
president of the Manitoba Branch of 
the British Medical Association, Since 
Is4 he has been an eminent member 
of the medical profession in Chicago. 
He was induced to ¢o there as pro- 
fessor of surgery in the Post-Graduate

Twenty-five cents buys 2 lbs. of steak 
in St. Hyacinthe, Que., 11-4 Ibs. in 
Toronto, and only 1 Ib. in Vancouver, 
according to a table showing beet 
prices in May, compiled by the Labor 
Department at Ottawa. Generally 
speaking the further west you go, or 
the bigger the city, the higher the 
price of -beefsteak. There are decided 
exceptions, however. For instance, in

R.C.A.'s Address to the King. 

The address of condolence forward-

He entered upon the 
practice of his profession at Buffalo, 
N.Y., in 1881, but soon after returned 
to Winnipeg, where he practiced un- 
ti] 1894, at the same time being large- 
ly instrumental in founding Manitoba 
Medical College, and was chosen first 
president of the Manitoba Branch of 
the British Medical Association, Sinee 
1894 he has been an eminent member 
of the medieal profession in Chieago.

ed to the position he now holds as 
professor of clinical surgery in the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
the medical department of the Illinois 
State University.

Beefsteak Prices. 

Twenty-five cents buys 2 lbs. of steak 
in St. Hyacinthe, Que., 11-4 lbs. in 
Toronto, and only 1 Ib. in Vancouver, 
according to a teble showing beef 
prices in May, compiled by the Labor 
Department at Ottawa, Generally 
speaking the further west you go, or 
the bigger the city, the higher the 
price of beefsteak. There are decided 
exceptions, however. For instance, in 


Glace Bry, N.S., beefsteak was 22c.° 


as against 15c, at Westville, N.S. Hati- 
fax folks naid 24c. for their steak ns 
against 22c. paid by the people of St. 
John, N.B. Unless there is some er- 
ror in figures, or some clear difference 
in quality in different pleces, the ano- 
malies shown by the table mean rank 
injustice which the people affected 
should inquire into. For instance, why 
should beefsteak be sold in Edmonton 
at l5c. in Calgary at 20c., and in Re- 
gina at 26¢.? Or, why.should Toron- 
toniens pay 20c. to 22c. while Hamil- 
tonians get off with 16c. to 18¢.? Or, 
why should St. Thomas folks be charg. 
ed while Londoners, just next 
door, pay 18e.? Perhaps the worst 
case of all is L8e. per lb. in New West- 
minster, B.C,, and in Vancouver, at 
the other end of the trolley line, 25c., 
which is within a fraction of 40 per 
cent. more. The next lowest price 
to St. Hyacinthe is at Charlottetown, 
P.E.1., whose fortunate citizens break- 
fast on steak at ld4c, per lb. Fourteen 
places ‘are reported as paying 20c. for 
beefsteak in May. These places are 
mainly the larger cities, including To- 
ronto and Montreal. Locality seems 
to make little difference, for, besides 
the central places named, this twenty- 
cent list includes such widely separat- 
ed places as Moncton, N.B., and Vic- 
toria, B.C,

Prof. W. B. Richards, of the North, |

interestingly relative to types of lcef | 
and dairy cattle. aye 

“Many farmers continue to raise, 
cattle for market for beef purposes | 
from stock that do not possess any | 
blood of the ‘beef breed, and conse- | 

uently they lack what is known as! 
the beef type. It is impossible to 
produce beef economically from cattle 
of the dairy type, or even from cattle | 
that possess any considerable amount | 
of this blood. To produce an animal 
of beef type it is necessary to use the’ 
beef breeds of crttle, such as the 
Sborthorns, Herefords, Aberdeen- 
Angus and Galloways, Cattle of this; 
breeding put on flesh very much more! 
rapidly and of a better quality. | 

A beef animal could be described 
in a general way as a low down com- 
pact blocky animal. He must have a/| 
short blocky head, a wide breast, a| 
deep wide chest, a broad neck, a good 
spring of ribs, heavy full thighs. He 
must have a pliable mellow skin, for, 
this quality indicates a good fleshing 
tendency. 

The points that a cow should pos- 
sess if adapted to economical milk 

roduction are quite the opposite, 
rom what is seen in the beef animal. ; 
The dairy cow possesses a long face, 
thin slender neck, a sharp projecting 
shoulder. She is not very wide in 
the chest, but her capacity of chest is 
due to her depth which is greater in 
proportion to her size than you will 
find in the beef animal. She posses- 
ses large barrels which indicates a 
good capacity for d’gesting her food.
